Dear  Dr.  Long  :  The  Twelfth  Annual  Report  of  the  North  Carolina 
Sanatorium  for  the  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  herewith  submitted 
for  your  consideration. 

You  will  notice  from  the  tables  in  the  body  of  the  report  that  we 
have  treated  during  the  year  in  the  three  divisions  of  the  Sanatorium 
742  patients  or  an  average  of  206.2  patients  per  day.  Our  white  di- 
vision is  still  so  crowded  with  applicants  that  our  waiting  list,  even 
after  we  reject  all  those  whose  condition  seems  to  be  too  advanced  to  be 
materially  benefited  by  sanatorium  treatment,  is  about  equal  to  our 
entire  bed  capacity,  necessitating  an  average  wait  of  three  months  after 
one  files  his  application  before  he  can  be  admitted.  We  are  greatly 
in  hopes  that  the  means  will  be  provided  by  the  next  General  Assembly 
to  enlarge  our  institution  so  that  we  will  be  enabled  to  meet  more 
adequately  the  urgent  demands  being  made  upon  it. 

That  a  sanatorium  is  a  paying  investment  aside  from  its  humani- 
tarian aspects  can  be  easily  seen  from  the  tables  in  the  body  of  the 
report  showing  the  after-results  of  treatment  of  the  2,618  patients  dis- 
charged from  the  Sanatorium  after  a  stay  of  one  month  or  longer  dur- 
ing the  eleven  years  previous  to  January  1,  1925.  You  will  note  that 
93  per  cent  of  the  incipient  cases  and  60  per  cent  of  the  moderately 
advanced  cases  are  living,  and  that  82  and  43  per  cent,  respectively, 
are  working.  Such  results  speak  volumes  for  a  disease  which,  previous 
to  modern  sanatorium  treatment,  was  generally  considered  hopeless. 
Furthermore  during  the  past  fifteen  years,  the  period  during  which 
the  State  has  been  trying  with  some  degree  of  earnestness  to  wage  war 
against  the  great  white  plague,  the  death  rate  from  this  disease  has 
been  reduced  more  than  one-half;  which  means  the  saving  of  2,500 
lives  each  year  and  many  times  this  number  of  our  useful  citizens  from 
being  infected  with  this  dread  disease. 

We  also  take  pride  in  calling  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have 
lost  track  of  only  fifteen  of  our  more  than  2,600  discharged  patients. 
This  is  the  most  complete  record  of  after-results  of  any  other  sanatorium. 
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The  appropriation  of  the  1925  General  Assembly  of  $137,000  is  being 
used  for  two  much-needed  buildings — a  nurses'  home  and  a  children's 
building.  The  latter  will  have  special  facilities  for  heliotherapy  and 
an  open  air  school  and  will  be  the  only  building  in  the  State  where 
children  can  get  treatment  for  tuberculosis  apart  from  adults. 

The  completion  of  our  water  plant  last  September,  giving  us  as  it 
does  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  was  the  most  important  addition 
to  our  institution  last  year.  Previously  we  only  had  enough  water  for 
our  bare  necessities  during  the  day  and  none  at  all  at  night.  We  would 
have  been  helpless  had  a  fire  broken  out  in  our  institution  and  it  was 
only  a  kind  Providence  which  saved  us.  Since  the  completion  of  our 
water  plant  we  have  extended  our  6-inch  water  mains  and  placed  ad- 
ditional hydrants  and  fire  hose  so  that  all  the  hospital  buildings,  the 
main  dwellings  and  the  dairy  barn  are  protected  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Underwriters  Association,  save  that  we  have 
not  installed  an  automatic  sprinkling  system  in  our  infirmary. 

After  a  considerable  delay  the  unit  for  tuberculosis  prisoners  was 
completed  during  the  spring.  The  prisoners  were  received  on  April 
18th  and  we  have  not  at  any  time  had  more  than  fifteen.  We  were  great- 
ly in  hopes  that  we  would  be  allowed  to  use  this  building  for  some  of 
the  many  white  patients  on  our  waiting  list,  but  were  disappointed. 
We  feel  that  it  is  a  great  mistake  for  prisoners  to  be  kept  here  and 
we  are  hoping  very  strongly  that  arrangements  will  be  made  by  the 
next  General  Assembly  for  them  to  be  returned  to  the  State  Prison. 

The  addition  of  parkway  lights,  the  putting  in  of  curb  and  gutters,  and 
the  grading  of  all  the  roads  around  the  main  buildings  are  some  of  the 
other  improvements  which  we  have  made  during  the  year  and  which 
add  very  much  to  the  comfort  of  Sanatorium  life. 

In  spite  of  the  extremely  dry  weather  the  combined  operations  of  the 
farm,  dairy,  piggery  and  orchard  show  a  profit  of  $2,500.  We  have 
sufficient  ensilage  to  last  us  twelve  months  and  we  produced  a  large 
part  of  the  oats  and  hay  which  we  have  needed  for  the  cattle  and 
stock  and  a  good  portion  of  the  vegetables  needed  for  the  Sanatorium. 
All  of  the  road  building  and  grading  around  the  Sanatorium  grounds 
mentioned  above  was  done  by  our  farm  hands  and  teams.  Some  fifty 
acres  of  land  have  been  cleared  and  forty-five  additional  acres  cleared 
of  stumps.  The  fencing  in  of  four  hundred  acres  of  bottom  and  woods 
land  for  a  pasture  was  also  done  by  our  farm  hands  and  this  has 
reduced  considerably  the  cost  of  feeding  our  herd. 

Our  eight-acre  peach  orchard  produced  2,500  bushels  of  as  fine  peaches 
as  were  ever  grown  in  this  famous  peach  growing  section  of  North 
Carolina.  In  addition  to  supplying  the  Sanatorium  with  all  that  could 
be  used  for  eating  and  preserving  and  pickling,  we  sold  $3,176.90  worth. 

The  success  of  our  training  school  for  nurses  at  our  white  division 
has  been  so  gratifying  that  we  are  also  opening  on  October  1st  a 
training  school  for  colored  nurses  at  our  colored  division. 
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Our  laundry  was  opened  for  work  the  first  day  of  the  fiscal  year. 
It  has  been  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  us  and  also  a  source  of 
considerable  saving  both  to  the  Sanatorium  and  to  the  patients. 

The  Extension  Department  of  the  Sanatorium  has  been  quite  active 
in  broadcasting  through  every  possible  channel  information  on  all 
phases  of  tuberculosis.  The  diagnostic  clinics  held  by  our  two  travel- 
ing clinicians  and  also  our  clinic  for  outside  patients  here  at  the  Sana- 
torium furnish  free  consultation  service  to  the  physicians  of  the  State 
and  they  are  more  widely  patronized  than  ever  before. 

A  negro  health  worker  has  been  employed  jointly  by  the  Extension 
Department  of  the  Sanatorium  and  by  the  North  Carolina  Tuberculo- 
sis Association  to  carry  information  on  tuberculosis  to  the  negroes 
of  the  State.  Through  her  we  can  reach  thousands  of  negroes  who 
never  read  a  newspaper  and  whom  we  have  no  other  way  of  reaching. 
The  need  of  getting  this  information  across  can  be  appreciated  more 
fully  when  we  realize  that  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  among  the 
negroes  of  the  State  is  nearly  three  times  that  of  the  white  death  rate. 

One  of  the  best  evidences  of  the  growing  interest  in  tuberculosis 
throughout  the  State  is  the  interest  being  manifested  in  establishing 
county  sanatoria.  Several  counties  are  planning  to  build  institutions 
of  their  own  and  a  number  of  others  are  contemplating  building  a 
sanatorium   in    conjunction   with    one    or   more    other    counties. 

We  feel  that  the  care  of  the  tuberculous  who  are  not  able  to  go  to 
private  institutions  should  be  shared  jointly  between  the  State  and 
counties — the  State  to  care  for  the  curable  cases  and  the  counties  for 
the  more  advanced. 

The  many  friends  of  the  institution  have  been  generous  in  providing 
entertainments,  music,  books,  flowers,  fruit,  etc.,  and  in  some  cases 
money  to  assist  in  the  care  of  patients.  We  are  glad  to  announce 
that  Mr.  John  F.  McNair  and  his  son,  Mr.  James  L.  McNair,  have 
given  $500  to  purchase  a  moving  picture  machine  in  memory  of 
their  grandson  and  nephew,  Mr.  John  McNair  Pate,  who  had  been 
cured  at  the  institution  and  whose  recent  death  was  the  result  of 
an  accident.  We  are  very  anxious  to  secure  a  good  radio  set  with 
head  phones  for  all  of  our  patients  confined  to  bed,  so  that 
those  who  wish  may  listen  in  without  disturbing  those  who  wish  to 
sleep.  This  will  furnish  entertainment  to  the  ones  of  our  patients  who 
really  need  it  most. 

I  appreciate  most  deeply  the  hearty  cooperation  of  our  able  medical 
staff  and  of  all  my  coworkers  in  the  other  departments  of  the  institution. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  to  you  and  to  each  member  of  the  board 
my  appreciation  of  your  splendid  support  and  cooperation.
